It is claimed that 4700 rebels have 
been killed in pitched battles fought 
with imperial troops to determine 
which side should occupy certain cities 
of great strategic importance. The 
rebels have risen so spontaneously that 
they greatly outnumber the imperial 
forces, while some regiments of the 
latter have the advantage of possessing 
magazine rifles and rapid-firing guns.

Vtlllet ■ Feed for Poaltry. 

Millet haa not been regarded as fa¬ 
vorably by poultrymen as It deserves 
aa a food for poultry. It Is said to be 
oqua^ If not superior, to say ether 


f grate as a ration for all kinds of poul¬ 
try. It is more fattening than wheat 
snd should be carefully fed, and a very 
good way to avoid danger from It is to 
feed it unthreshed. This will afford the 
fowls exercise while they are scratch¬ 
ing it out of the straw. No exclusive 
diet will give as good results as a more 
I diversified one, because hens will rel-

i why millet will not fill the bill as a 
j grain ration fully as well as any other.

Ventilating the Cellar. 

A great mistake, says Medical Class- 
i les. Is sometimes made in ventilating 
! cellars and milk houses. The object of 
j ventilation is to keep the cellars cool 
I and dry, but this object often falls of 
being accomplished by a common mis¬ 
take, and Instead the cellar Is made 
both warm and damp. A cool place 
! should never be ventilated, unless the 
air admitted Is cooler than the air 
within, or is at least as cool as that or 
a very little warmer. The warmer the 
, air the more moisture it holds in sus¬ 
pension. Necessarily the cooler the air 
the more this moisture Is condensed 
■ and precipitated. When a cool cellar 
i Is aired on a warm dny the entering 
1 air being In motion appears cool, but as 
[ It fills the cellar the cooler -ir with 
, which It becomes mixed chills it, the 
t moisture is condensed, and dew Is de- 
t posited on the cold walls, and mi) 
j often be seen runbing down them in 
t streams. Then the cellar is damp and 
soon becomes moldy. To avoid this the 
( windows should only be opened at 
night, aud late—the last thing before 
, retiring. There is no need to fear that 
t the night air is unhealthful; it is as 
pure as the air of midday, and Is really 
drier. The windows should be closed 
before sunrise in the morning, and kept 
closed and shaded through the day. If 
tbe air of tbe cellar Is damp It may be 
thoroughly dried by placlug in it a peck 
of fresh lime lu an open box. 

Nut-Hearing Tree*. 

All the nut-growing trees do best 
when planted where they are to stand 
permanently, and all must be planted 
In the fall, as once the nuts become 
thoroughly dried their vitality is de¬ 
stroyed and they refuse to germinate. 

The nuts should be planted only two 
or three inches deep in order that the 
frost may get to them aud break open 
the shell. 

Among all the nut trees none makes 
so quick a return as the chestnut when 
planted where conditions are favorable. 
The American chestnut is as good aud 
sweet as any from any country, but the 
size of tiie nuts do uot compare with 
the Japanese varieties. 

The best way to secure Japanese 
chestnut trees is to plant native chest¬ 
nuts nud afterward graft Japanese 
scions ou them. A similar plan was 
followed with a chestnut grove lu New 
Jersey. The uative trees were cut dowu 
aud allowed to sprout up, aud these 
sprouts were grafted with scions 
from Japanese chestnut trees. Iu ten 
years each one of these grafts was 
yielding a crop which brought from $5 
to $7 to the tree, and this yield will in¬ 
crease every year for twenty or thirty 
years, when the yield from one tree 
will be as much as $30. 

Walnuts, hickory nuts of pecans are 
easily grown, the first two in the North 
and the last in the South. Walnut trees 
come into bearing in a few years where 
they are cultivated, aud in course of 
time produce lumber of tiie most valu¬ 
able kind.

To Pollenize Straivtierrie*. 

A writer ln the Rural New Y'orker 
says that in raising strawberries to as¬ 
sist iu securing pollenization, cither 
for fruit for consumption or for the 
seed, swish an evergreen bush back 
and forth, just touching the plants 
lightly, doing this every day' while in 
bloom. The most favorable time is at 
midday, beneath a clear sky. and when 
the plants are free from excess of 
moisture. Avoid drenching the foliage 
with water when the plants are lu 
bloom, if satisfactory pollenization is 
desired. 

The Sunflower. 

The sunflower is a native of North 
America, but It Is more largely culti¬ 
vated in foreign countries than in the 
United States. In Russia the seeds 
are to to some extent parched and 
eaten in this country. Sunflower seed 
weighs about thirty pounds to the 
bushel. The plant lias been utilized la 
malarial districts us a protectioo 
against fevers. 

Poultry Notes. 

Drinking wuter often spreads dis¬ 
ease. Fowls with colds or roup should 
not be allowed to drink with the oth¬ 
ers. 

Common fowls can be greatly im¬ 
proved in size and vigor by selecting 
the best, and setting only eggs from 
the best layers. 

Turkeys should not be confined while 
fattening. If they are fed plenty of 
corn and soft feed three times a day 
they will keep quiet enough and put ou 
flesh very fast. 

White corn Is liked better than yel¬ 
low by many turkey growers, who 
think It gives a clear white color to the 
I flesh. Some wheat, barley and buck¬ 
wheat should be given also. 

The various oat feeds on the market 
are much praised by some poultry feed¬ 
ers. They at least afford a change 
from the everlasting shorts and corn- 
meal, of which the hens get very tired 
Fowls like turnips either boiled or 
raw, and this root should be used free¬ 
ly throughout the winter. The hens 
will make a better use than any other 
farm animals of the surplus turnips 
snd potatoes.

other dozen to the same coap wlll dou¬ 
ble tbs profit One must resolutely 
keep down the number, so that there 
vlll be no crowding.

A FAMOUS COURTHOUSE. 

In’s Now Demolished Buildlnz In 1111* 

not* Lincoln Once L'pheld Slavery. 

On the foundation stones of one of 
the most famous and historic struc¬ 
tures of the West the people of Coles 
County, Illinois, are now erecting a 
new courthouse. The old county court¬ 
house was built in 1835 aud was the 
scene of many a great legal battle, in 
which some of the most distinguished 
men of their day were actors. Among 
the noted lawyers who figured in cases 
which are entered on the dockets of 
the Coles County Circuit Court, were 
Lincoln and Douglas. Trumbull and 
Shields, John A. Logan aud John M. 
Palmer, Gen. John A. MeCleruand and 
Mnj. James A. Connolly. “Dick” Yates, 
“Dick” Oglesby, Fickliu. and Linder. 

It was in this old courthouse that 
Abraham Lincoln appeared as counsel 
for a slaveholder who was trying to 
recover his human chattels, aiul was 
defeated by Linder and Ficklin. The 
trial attracted national attention and 
large numl>ers of people from all over 
the country attended. 

Under the Illinois constitution of 
that day slavery was not recognized 
as legal: yet to placate slaveholders, a 
provision was made to allow the slaves 
then In the State to remain In bond¬ 
age, hut no more slaves were to be 
brought into Illinois. Every free negro 
coming to the State had to give bond 
for his good behavior, and every slave 
brought into the State after the adop¬ 
tion of the constitution aud remaining 
a .year became a five man legally. 
Some time during the '30s a slavehold¬ 
er from near Lexington. Ivy., came to 
Coles County, some twenty miles north 
of Charleston, aud entered upon a sec¬ 
tion of government land. He was In 
the habit of bringing from his Ken¬ 
tucky plantation twenty to thirty ne¬ 
groes every spring to cultivate his 
Coles Couuty lauds ami taking them 
hack before the expiration of the year, 
aud, by repeating this process from 
year to year, evaded the law which 
would have given freedom to the ne¬ 
groes had they remained in the State 
twelve months. 

Finally the slave master became 
careless and allowed the slaves to re¬ 
main a few days over a year. Friends 
of the slaves iuvoked the law In their 
behalf and It was In this case on lie- 
half of the slave owner that Lincoln 
figured. 

The old courthouse was the scene 
! of a sensational lynchiug Feb. 14, 185(5. 
On that day Dolpli Monroe 1 was to 
have been hanged for tiie murder of

ills father-in law. Just before tiie hour 
of execution a reprieve was received 
from tiie Governor. But tiie 16,000 
people who had come to witness tiie 
I execution would not have it so. A 
mol) was formed ami tiie doors of tiie 
jail, which occupied one corner of the 
courthouse, were quickly battered in 
anil Monroe’s lifeless body was soon 
swinging from a five In the western 
part of the town. 

Some years after Monroe’s tragic 
death, the jail in this same old court¬ 
house was again visited by a mob, and 
its strong iron doors battered down, 
and a negro was strung up to a tele¬ 
graph pole. Iu fact the old building 
in its long lifetime had many stormy 
days and dark deeds. It was the cen¬ 
ter of the fight that raged around the 
public square on March 29, 1864, when 
the famous “Charleston raid” occur¬ 
red. The raiders entrenched them¬ 
selves at the courthouse and sho>t at 
people as they dodged in and out of 
the stores. A half-dozen men were 
killed and wounded lief ore a company 
of soldiers came and drove them from 
the town.

SEEN BY A CANUCK. 

A Yiaitor from Canada Writes of the 
House of Representatives. 

To the visitor in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives who has been accustomed 
to the severe discipline aud strict de¬ 
corum of British legislatures the degree 
of liberty indulged iu by the members 
seems somewhat strang6. There Is a 
continual hum of conversation, a con¬ 
stant moving about on the floor, the 
frequent formation of groups of mem¬ 
bers for consultation aud, what would 
doubtless be regarded as treason by 
the attendants iu the gallery of the 
mother of parliaments, applause from 
the spectators at times. The American 
politician is often accused of over- 
vehemence and a disposition to shout 
when ordinary tones would better 
serve the purpose. After an hour in 
the big chandler of the popular house, 
with its continual din, one can well un¬ 
derstand that the member of Congress 
comes naturally by Ills strident tones 
and strenuous manner. Without them 
he would never he heard by Ills chat¬ 
tering colleagues, and to the galleries 
he would speak only by gesticulation. 
The official reporters suffer greatly 
from the noise. Instead of sitting at 
their desks In front of the Speaker's. 
chair, they find it necessary to skip 
about to whatever section of the house 
a speaker may lie Iu. dropping into a 
vacant seat If convenient, hut more fre¬ 
quently leaning against n desk, pad In 
hand. Unhappy indeed Is that mortal 
in the middle of whose “take” there Is 
a change of speakers. He may have 
crept close up to “the member from 
Michigan” on the extreme left of the 
huge semicircle in which the seats are 
arranged, and may have to make a run 
like a base-ball player for Ids home 
base to the other side to catch the opeu- 
lug remarks of “the member from Ar¬ 
kansas" as he rises to Interpose an ob¬ 
jection. 

It sometimes happens that members 
lose tlieir tempers Iu the heat of debate. 
The bowie knife nnd the revolver, con¬ 
trary to the belief of many of our kins¬ 
men across the seas, are no longer the 
weapons with which these quarrels are 
settled. They have been replaced by 
the statutes In calf nnd the inkstand, 
which are much more convenient aud 
less deadly. When a row breaks out 
! on the floor nnd the combatants come 
I to close quarters, It Is the duty of the 
sergeaut-at-arms to interpose the mace 
between them. The mace is t lie em¬ 
blem of the civil power, hut It is some¬ 
what different in appearance from ours. 
It consists of a bundle of ebony rods 
bound together with ligaments of sil¬ 
ver and having on top a silver globe 
surmounted by a silver eagle. It re¬ 
sembles the fasces borne by the lietors 
before die ltomnn magistrates. It is 
known familiarly ns “the bird.” Just 
liefore the declaration of war with 
Spain “tiie bird" did duty in quelling 
n row. An excited member had en¬ 
forced ills remarks by throwing the 
law iu a concrete form at Ills oppo¬ 
nent’s head. The lntter made a rush at 
his antagonist, mutual friends held 
them buck, while from nil sides of the 
house cante the cry, "Sergeant, bring 
I the bird!” The bird was sent forward 
' to’the fighting line as rapidly as possi¬ 
ble and hostilities ceased. The man 
who would dure to strike u blow over 
I "the bird” has not yet entered Cou- 
1 gress.—Toronto Globe.

Inhabitants of the iiolar regions have 
an inordinate appetite, measured from 
our dietary standiHiiirt, for fat and 
oleaginous fish, against which the 
stomach of a denizen of the warmer 
zones would revolt. But the frozen fat 
of the animals of the far north is ns 
sweet and palatable to a resident of 
that region us is the yam or the fruit 
of the plnutatiou to an inhabitant of 
the tropics. Both kinds of food per¬ 
form the required function in their re¬ 
spective climatic zones. One furnishes 
the maximum degree of heat to the 
body where it Is needed, the other the 
minimum degree of auimul heat to sus¬ 
tain life under its special climatic con¬ 
ditions. 

The popular notion prevails that the 
climate and foods of the tropics arc 
conducive to Indolence and human de¬ 
generacy. It Is quite as much of a 
popular error as Is the other popular 
theory that fish is food for the brain 
aud tints conducive to a greater mental 
development and activity. If the latter 
were true of fish diet the Siwashes and 
other aboriginal trllies of the northern 
coast of this continent would he the 
most Intellectual representatives of the 
human race iu existence, As it is they 
consulate one of the lowest types of 
the race, the black of the Australian 
hush and the Digger Indian of Califor¬ 
nia only lieing inferior to them in the 
scale of human development. 

As a matter of fact, the activity of 
man is determined by other factors in 
Ills existence than either food of cli¬ 
mate. All aboriginal tribes are content 
to exist. The energies of mind am: 
body are not exerted by them beyond 
tlio actual necessities of nil existence 
The Esquimaux of the frigid nortli am! 
th(> Indians of the temperate zone art 
quite as indolent as the aborigines oi 
the tropics, having no desire or ambi¬ 
tion to acquire more than the hare nee 
essaries of life or to rise above the 
normal condition of their environment 
—San Francisco Chronicle.

Peculiar Ceremony of the Chinese, 

The exhumation of tiie bodies of Cat 
Poy and Ah Ben, two Chinese who 
died at Barooga, New South Wales, 
about ten years ago, lias taken pluce, 
by the authority of the colonlnl secre¬ 
tary. Two Chinese came from Deuil- 
quin for the purpose. Proceedings 
commenced by placing lighted tapers 
and a linked fowl nnd other food on 
the graves, with a bowl of whisky, iuto 
which the Chinese dipped with small 
cups and drank as they regaled them¬ 
selves with the food. Each skeleton 
was taken up, and the bones carefully 
scraped and separately sewn up In 
calico and labeled with the names of 
deceased for deportation to China. 


Visitors to Great Cities. 

Paris in 1897 was visited by 890,000 
visitors, Berlin by 617,000 aud Vienna 
by 364,000. Thirteen years ago the fig¬ 
ures for the three cities were: Paris, 
684,000; Berlin, 268,000, and Vienna, 
184,000, the relatively larger Increase 
in the last probably having something 
to do with the freedom from Dreyfus 
affairs and lese majesty.

EARLY FIRE APPARATUS. 

Boston Had the First Blaze-Fighting 
Engine on This Continent. 

For a great many years the United 
States lias led the world in the science 
of fire-fighting aud the Invention and 
Improvement of fire apparatus and 
equipment. Boston has either led In 
the adoption and use of the latest fire 
machinery or it lias been among the 
first to do so. 

Boston possessed the first fire engine 
on this continent, which It Imported 
from London In 1678. It had six en¬ 
gines when Philadelphia, the second 
city to possess one, purchased its first 
In 1718. New York was third in 1732. 
Salem fourth in 1749 and Baltimore 
fifth in 1709. All of these engines were 
small affairs, without either suction or 
leading hose, and were built by Rich¬ 
ard Newsham of London, who built 
nearly all the fire engines used iu the 
world at that time. 

Only one of these engines Is known 
to be In existence at the present time, 
the one built In 1749 for Salem, or, 
rather, fot Richard Derby of that 
place, who presented it to the town. 
It was In active service there for many 
years, and a number of years ago was 
presented to a Philadelphia fire com¬ 
pany, and Is now In possession of the 
Veteran Firemen’s Association of that 
city, and is on public exhibition at their 
headquarters. It Is the oldest piece 
of fire apparatus on this continent. 

The first American fire engine was 
built by John and Thomas Hill of Bos¬ 
ton in 1733, the next by Anthony Nich¬ 
ols of Philadelphia in 1735, and by 
William Lindsay of New York In 1737, 
none of which was a success, and none 
was ever in the service of cither of the 
places named. As early as 1(554, Bos¬ 
ton, then twenty-four years old, gave 
Its selectmen authority to purchase of 
Joseph Jcnks of Lynn five engines, but 
there is tio record that the engines were 
purchased or that Mr. Jeuks ever built 
an engine. 

The first successful American fire en¬ 
gine was built by Thomas Lote of New 
York In 1743 and was lists! by No. 3 
engine company for a number of years. 
Other fire engines of that city were also 
built by him.—Boston Globe.

Painters and a great many people 
brought In contact with paint, com¬ 
plain of chronic leud poisoning. This 
causes constipation, weakness of the 
muscles, pains, simulating rheumatism, 
and debility. Five drops of a saturated 
solution of Iodide of potash in a wine¬ 
glass of water after meals will help 
sufferers of tills class. 

There Is no virtue in the color of 
flannel—gray, blue or any other color Is 
equally useful. Where children are 
subject to bronchitis, flannel should al¬ 
ways he worn. The baby should have 
no medicine except where there Is 
fever; an elder child affilcted should 
have the chest aud hack rubbed with 
ammonia liniment night nnd morning. 

Thorough rubbing of the hack with 
chloroform Hutment will greatly ease 
the palu and stiffness of the muscles 
involved Iu lumbago, hut the avoidauce 
of Intoxlcauts and late hours, and a 
Turkish hath every four days, will help 
still further. Lumbago Is really mus¬ 
cular rheumatism affecting the lumbar 
muscles. A mixture of salicylate of 
soda, 8 grams; oil of wlntergreeu, 4 
grams; fluid extract of cascara sagrada, 
15 grams; wine of colchlcum seed, 15 
grams, and simple syrup up to 90 
grams form an admirable prescriptlou 
for thoafc seriously affected. 

An “Animated” Cyolorama,
